Across the country, prominent Republican leaders 
have joined the chorus of voices denouncing the 
treatment of George Floyd, an unarmed black man 
whose death while handcuffed by Minneapolis police 
has sparked protests throughout the U.S. 

Bill Lee called 
Floyd’s death “unacceptable” and “heartbreaking,” 
deeming it part of “a very disturbing trend” after
